Sign  your  name  and  be  sure 
to  give  your  Post  Office,  County  and  State.  If  your  freight 
or  express  office  has  a different  name  do  not  fail  to  give  it  also. 

Terms  Cash.  You  can  send  remittance  by  P.  O.  order.  Bank 
Draft,  Express  order,  Registered  Letter,  or  Check  at  our  risk. 

Seeds  by  Mail.  All  packets,  ounces  and  pounds,  ordered  at 
catalog  prices,  will  be  sent  prepaid  by  mail:  or  by  express  if  the 
latter  is  more  convenient.  See  page  3 in  regard  to  Parcel  Post. 

Seeds  by  Freight  or  Express.  We  do  not  pay  the  trans- 
portation charges  on  seeds  sold  in  large  quantities.  We  secure 
for  you  the  lowest  freight  or  express  rate,  and  you  pay  the 
charges  on  receipt  of  goods.  When  goods  are  shipped  we  send 
shipping  notice  and  Bill  of  Lading  of  freight  shipments,  signed 
by  agent,  showing  that  goods  were  delivered  in  good  condition. 

Prepaid  Railroad  Stations.  If  your  own  station  has  no 
agent  and  is  merely  a milk  or  flag  station,  it  is  important  that 
shipment  be  sent  to  the  nearest  station  that  has  an  agent.

The  Parcels  Post  Law  was  amended  last  March  so  as  to 
include  seeds.  Now  seeds  of  all  kinds  may  be  sent  by  par- 
cels post  the  same  as  merchandise,  effecting  a big  saving  to 
the  buyer  on  postage.  We  have  reduced  our  postpaid  prices 
to  conform  with  the  change  and  we  know  our  customers 
will  appreciate  this  reduction. 

The  parcels  post  law  is  a big  thing  to  the  farmer  who 
wishes  to  buy  direct  from  the  producer  rather  than  from 
some  retailer  who  invariably  handles  a doubtful  quality  of 
seeds.  You  can  have  small  amounts  sent  very  cheaply  by 
parcels  post  as  you  will  note  from  the  table  giving  rates. 

We  are  very  fortunately  located,  being  nearly  in  the  center 
of  the  United  States  so  we  can  reach  all  customers  within 
the  sixth  zone,  making  a low  rate  to  all.  The  nearby  custo- 
mers can  have  quite  large  shipments  sent  by  parcels  post  at 
at  very  nominal  cost.  20  pounds  in  first  and  second  zone 
24  cents,  50  pounds  54  cents;  smaller  amounts  proportion- 
ately less.  Such  quantities  outside  of  the  second  zone  as  a 
rule  will  go  cheaper  by  express  as  the  express  rates  have 
been  reduced  so  that  they  are  cheaper  than  parcel  post  in 
many  cases,  especially  on  the  long  distances. 

We  will  expect  an  increase  of  about  50%  in  the  way  of

Study  the 
parcel  post  rate  carefully  and  see  how  little  the  postage 
amounts  to.  Always  remit  to  cover  postage,  as  we  do  not 
send  seeds  collect  on  delivery.  You  can  tell  in  most  cases 
from  the  map  what  zone  you  are  in  so  as  to  know  the  rate 
but  if  in  doubt,  ask  your  postmaster.  In  case  remittance 
does  not  cover  postage,  we  reserve  the  right  to  reduce  the 
amount  so  as  to  permit  sending  by  mail,  or  we  will  send  by 
express  collect  if  we  deem  best. 

Express  Rates  Reduced. 

You  will  be  surprised  to  know  what  a big  reduction  there 
has  been  made  in  express  rates.  The  express  charges  are 
not  more  than  half  as  high  as  they  were,  in  many  cases  and 
are  now  cheaper  than  parcel  post  on  long  distances  unless 
the  shipment  is  very  small.  For  example,  you  can  express 
10  pounds  to  Omaha  25c;  Chicago  30c;  Denver  36c;  Pitts- 
burg 36c;  N.  Y.  43c.  40  pounds  to  Denver  89c;  Pittsburg 
$l.O0;  N.  Y.  $1.26.  We  mention  these  cities  so  as  to  give 
you  an  idea  of  the  rates.  Smaller  amounts  would  be  propor- 
tionately less,  and  nearby  towns  would  be  much  cheaper. 

You  can  now  have  shipments  up  to  30  lbs.  or  40  lbs.  sent 
as  cheaply  by  express  as  freight,  with  a few  exceptions 
Over  40  pounds  it  would  be  cheaper  to  send  by  freight  and 
would  advise  shipping  that  way  except  when  you  are 
in  a big  hurry.

This  is  a big  item 
for'when  you  pay  $1.00  express  on  merchandise,  it  would 
only  be  75c  on  the  same  amount  of  seeds. 

We  are  extra  well  situated  for  shipping  by  express;  having 
the  Wells  Fargo  and  Adams  Express  Companies  here,  and 
they  can  bill  out  shipments  to  every  express  office  in  the 
World.  Shipments  that  go  by  express  cheaper  than  freight 
we  will  send  by  the  cheapest  and  most  direct  manner.

All 
writers  praise  it  and  especially  those  who  have  grown  it  for  sev- 
eral years.  It  is  increasing  very  rapidly  and  it  is  almost  impos- 
i sible  to  secure  seed  enough  to  meet  the  demand. 

I have  personally  investigated  this  plant  most  thoroughly  and 
im  sure  it  is  a good  thing — so  sure,  I had  faith  enough  to  sow  30 
acres  of  it  two  years  ago  on  one  of  my  farms  near  Clarinda,  and 
che  results  were  most  satisfactory.  We  had  a very  dry  season 
sspecially  during  the  month  of  July  and  August,  but  it  with- 
stood the  hot  sun  and  dryness  of  the  soil  and  made  a good  stand, 
while  timothy,  clover  and  other  grasses  that  were  sown  in  that 
vicinity  were  a failure.  I sowed  mine  with  a nurse  crop,  using 
Early  Champion  oats  at  the  rate  of  1 H bushels  per  acre.  Barley 
or  wheat  are  superior  as  a nurse  crop  because  the  foliage  is  not 
1 so  great  as  is  oats.

IORAGE  CROPS  is  a subject  that  I have  preached  in 
our  Seed  Book,  and  personally  whenever  I had  a 
chance,  and  for  the  past  twenty  years  I have  prac- 
ticed what  I have  preached.  I have  raised  more  or 
less  Millet,  Cane,  Kaffir  Corn  and  some  of  the  other 
crops  each  year.  I know  they  are  profitable.  Thous- 
ands of  up-to-date  money  making  farmers  grow  profitable  crops 
of  these  forage  plants  each  year.  Many  more  should  do  so.  Of 
course,  these  plants  do  not  take  the  place  of  Timothy,  Clover, 
Alfalfa  and  grasses  but  will  helpouton  ashortage,  which  occurs 
quite  often,  or  to  fill  in,  in  making  some  alteration  in  the  rota- 
tion of  changing  your  crop. 

There  are  several  plants  that  are  practically  drought  resisting 
to  a great  extent,  and  will  produce  a fair  crop  with  very  little  or 
no  moisture.  These  crops  are  indispensable  to  the  countries 
tl)  at  are  affected  more  or  less  with  drought  and  can  be  used  to 
good  advantage  in  every  location  in  the  United  States.  The 
farmer  who  is  wide  awake,  will  not  depend  upon  one  thing  alone 
but  will  diversify  crops,  so  whenever  one  thing  is  a failure,  he 
can  fall  back  on  others,  and  forage  plants  are  one  of  the  best 
things  there  is  to  fall  back  on,  as  they  can  be  sown  till  very  late 
in  the  season  and  yet  produce  very  satisfactory  results.

Itis  generally  left  in  large  shocks 
in  the  field  until  needed.
